contemplated work and improvement 
In the opinion of the board of trustees 
Is of more than local and ordinary 
benefit,' but that said work and Im­ 
provement Is chiefly 'and primarily for 
the benefit of owners of property con­ 
tiguous to the streets intended to be 
Improved and for the special enhance 
ment of their property and to increase 
the value thereof; and these protes 
tants believe and represent that such 
work and Improvement should be done 
and completed in such manner that 
said owners of property contiguous to 
said streets to be improved shall bear 
at least one-half of the cost thereoi 
for the apparent reason that they wil 
receive the greatest benefit therefrom

Object to Specifications 
'2 That It is contrary to law . 

for the board of trustees or the su­ 
perintendent of streets to   specify In 
said notice of improvement the type 
of pavement made and laid by the 
California Willite Road Construction 
company, or to require said 'Improve­ 
ment to be made only by tlie use 01 
said company's plastic composition 
license mixture; but that It Is lawfu 
that said improvement if accomplished 
at all to be done through a bid or 
bids obtained in and by competitive 
bidding."

In response to a question Mr. Tay- 
lor declared that he could not tell ex­ 
actly the number of lots owned by 
the nisners of the protest.

"The number may be fifteen," he 
said, "or it may be fifty."

Mr. Briney then asked Mr. Taylor: 
'Would you protest against this pro­ 
posed work If one-half of the cost 
should be charged to the property im­ 
mediately contiguous to the street?' 

Taylor States Conditions
Mr. Taylor replied that he believed 

all the protestants would favor the 
work if the cost should be so assessed 

I am heartily in favor of paving 
Western avenue," he said, "if the cos) 
Is properly apportioned."

Mr. Briney then made, plain thai 
the protest against the contemplated 
assessments to cover the paving cost 
Is premature, inasmuch as the assess­ 
ment rolls have not yet been made 
out.

Salaries of Chief of Police Anderson 
and City Recorder James King were 
increased Tuesday night by the board 
of trustees and the scale of pay for 
patrolmen was established at $150 to 
$175 a month.

Chief Andei son's salary was in­ 
creased from $186 to $226 a month, 
while that of Judge King was In­ 
creased from $60 to $100 a month.

The increases were recommended by 
Trustee R. R. Smith, In a written re­ 
port to the board.

Mr. Smith's report follows In part:
"As a city we are growing very 

rapidly and our responsibilities have 
Increased proportionately, until at the 
present time we are getting- a little 
out of balance. It has been brought 
forcibly to our attention that some of 
our public officers are not receiv­ 
ing salaries commensurate with their 
duties.

"Some of us are giving our time and 
work without any remuneration, ex­ 
cept that remuneration which comes 
to us all when we feel that we are 
doing something for the public good. 
But we get our livelihood from other 
sources.

"The ones we wish to call your par­ 
ticular attention to are those who give 
all their time to the position In ques­ 
tion, and it Is their .sole means of 
support.

"As we expect to demand the maxi­ 
mum of efficiency from all depart­ 
ments, therefore we must pay a wage 
sufficient to create an Incentive on 
the part of those employed to give the 
best they have."

In recommending an increase In the 
pay of the police chief, Mr. Smith's 
report read in part as fellows:

"The responsibility and danger of/ 
the position, as well as the executive 
ability necessary, not considering the 
long hours he has to put In, we be­ 
lieve justifies this action."

Mr. Smith's report lauds the work 
of Judge King, as follows:

"We have been fortunate indeed in 
having so able a man as Judge King 
to officiate in the above named po­ 
sition."

Mr. Smith's report explained that 
the demands on the time of the city 
recorder are daily Increasing and that 
arrangements have been made to per­ 
mit Judge King to devote more time 
lc court work.

The pay of policemen will be fixed 
by the trustees In individual cases on 
recommendation of the chief.
